PC Tim Smart is 
top of the cops 
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Huggins case: 
Pair may face 
further charges

TWO men convicted of attack¬ 
ing a father - who died in a 
coma nearly two years after the 
brutal assault - could face fur¬ 
ther charges after a coroner 
ruled his death ‘unlawful'. 

Luton man Henry Huggins 
died in June last year at Sue 
Ryder Care Home in Hitchin, 
following the attack by Stuart 
Docherty and James Early. 

Speaking through tears after 
the conclusion was announced 
at an inquest in Ampthill on 
Wednesday Henry’s son Tyrone 
said this was ‘some sort of jus¬ 
tice’. 

Mr Huggins slipped into a 
coma following the assault in 
August 2013, which saw Mr Early 
punch him twice and Mr 
Docherty jump on his head. 

He went into a persistent vege¬ 
tative state. 

The medical cause of death 
was given as broncho-pneumo-

nia as a result of his state. 

But at the hearing, senior coro¬ 
ner Tom Osborne read out a 
statement from the doctor who 
carried out the post-mortem. 

He said that the doctor was 
‘clear in his view that death 
came about from the original 
assault’. 

DI Fraser Wylie, lead investiga¬ 
tor, said: “In this case, certainly 
Mr Docherty may face further 
charges.” 


Both Mr Docherty, of Townsley, 
and Mr Early, of Whipperley 
Ring, were charged with griev¬ 
ous bodily harm with intent, 
which the former pleaded guilty 
to and was handed an extended 
sentence of 17 years. 

Mr Early denied the charge 
and was found guilty of actual 
bodily harm in October 2014 fol¬ 
lowing a trial. 

Concluding the inquest, Mr 
Osborne said: “Is there suffi¬ 
cient evidence in which a jury 
would convict of murder and 
manslaughter? I’m satisfied 
there is such evidence. 

“The overwhelming evidence 
is that Henry died as a result of 
the assault and therefore Henry 
was unlawfully killed.” 

Speaking after the inquest, on 
behalf of the family, Tyrone 
Huggins added: “It’s no longer 
hidden, there has been some 
sort of justice. 

“I’m happy with the verdict 
and as soon as we can get clo¬ 
sure, we can move on.” 



Schools rally against academies plan 


TEACHERS, parents and councillors 
held a rally this week in protest against 
the government’s plans to turn all 
schools into academies by 2020. 

The event, organised by Luton 
Labour and trade unions, was held 
outside the town hall on Wednesday. 

In last week’s budget chancellor 
George Osborne said all state schools 
would be converted to academies by 
2020. 


Labour councillor Jenny Rowlands, 
who is also a teacher, said recent expe¬ 
riences with the Barnfield Federation 
showed the ‘devastating impact a poor¬ 
ly-run academy chain can have on 
young people and their future’. 

She added: “This move to mass acad- 
emisation further limits our ability to 
ensure Luton children get the educa¬ 
tion they deserve.”

Man who exposed himself 
to young girls is sent to jail

A MAN who let himself into a house 
and committed sexual offences 
against young girls during Luton 
Carnival has been jailed for 11 
years. 

Martin Druce {pictured), 57, of 
Fourth Avenue, entered the property 
near the town centre last May by 
telling the children he needed the 
toilet. 

He then indecently exposed him¬ 
self to the two girls and tried to force 
them to engage in sexual activity. 


The mother of one of the girls had 
been asleep in a room upstairs at the 
time. 

Bedfordshire Police was able to use 
CCTV footage from Luton Council 
and a nearby supermarket to place 
Druce near the property and link 
him to a vehicle. He was later arrest¬ 
ed and remanded into custody after 
being charged in connection with 
the offence. 

Druce was sentenced at Luton 
Crown Court to 11 years in jail after 
pleading guilty to trespass with 
intent to commit a sexual offence 
and two counts of inciting a child to 


engage in sexual activity. Detective 
Constable Mohammed Hussain, 
from Bedfordshire Police, said: 
“This was an abhorrent act against 
two innocent children which will no 
doubt have left them scarred. Clearly 
Druce is a dangerous man and, 
thankfully, this case demonstrated 
excellent multi-agency work to iden¬ 
tify and detain him. 

“The operation was made more 
complex by the fact the offences 
took place on the day of Luton 
Carnival when the town was full of 
people and CCTV was also being 
utilised to monitor the event.”

FIVE Yorkshire terrier 
puppies died after their 
mum was dumped in an 
alleyway while giving 
birth to them. 

The dog was found 
behind Mayfield Road, 
Dunstable, in the middle 
of a difficult labour. 

She was rushed to a 
vet for an emergency 
caesarian by a passer¬ 
by but unfortunately she 
lost all her puppies. 

The incident happened 
last April but the RSPCA 
has only just revealed 
the case as part of its 
round-up of animal cru¬ 
elty statistics. 

Bedfordshire had the 
lowest number of com¬ 
plaints for animal cruelty 
in the south east last 
year. Investigators only 
looked into 1,535 com¬ 
plaints compared to 
neighbouring 
Cambridgeshire (2,351) 
and Hertfordshire 
(2,216). 

Paul Stilgoe, from the 
RSPCA, said: “This year 
has seen some of the 
most distressing cases 
our inspectors have ever 
come across - and in so 
many cases the victims 
were dogs.” 


Takeover saves 
recycling centre

A RECYCLING bank ear¬ 
marked for closure because 
it was being targeted by fly- 
tippers will now be taken 
over by a private company. 

Last month Luton Borough 
Council posted a sign by the 
neighbourhood recycling 
centre at Sainsbury’s, in 
Dunstable Road, telling resi¬ 
dents it would be closing the 
facility because of ‘abuse 
and illegal fly-tipping’. 

Although it was situated on 
land belonging to the super¬ 
market, the authority had 
taken responsibility for 
clearing up any mess. 

On Tuesday Palm 
Recycling, a firm which pro¬ 
vides collection and recy¬ 
cling services, installed its 
own bins. 


The move follows a warn¬ 
ing earlier this year by coun¬ 
cillor Tom Shaw who said the 
waste being dumped at the 
town’s 27 recycling centres 
was draining ‘valuable 
resources’. 

Last year the authority 
spent £12 million on waste 
disposal and collected more 
than 1,200 tons of rubbish 
than the previous year. 

A spokesman for the coun¬ 
cil said: “The Sainsbury’s 
recycling centre had unfor¬ 
tunately become the focus 
for all types of anti-social 
fly-tipping. 

“Although the centre was 
on private land the council 
took responsibility for clear¬ 
ing up any mess. 

“The location of the site 
meant that it was difficult to 
monitor illegal activity for 
the council and Sainsbury’s. 


“Consequently we posted a 
notice to the effect that the 
recycling facilities would be 
removed in the hope that 
this would reduce fly-tip- 
ping.” 

Sainsbury’s said it wanted 
to help its customers ‘do 
their bit for the environ¬ 
ment’ by providing the new 
service. 

A spokeswoman added: 
“We will ensure the con¬ 
tracted cleaners attend the 
site on a daily basis to main¬ 
tain the area and clear any 
litter. 

“If we come across fly tip¬ 
ping that cannot be handled 
by the store, we will arrange 
for a third party collection. 

“We’re also planning to 
install a few bollards at the 
entrance to the area, to stop 
vehicles from approaching 
it.”

DISADVANTAGED children are 
being failed by the local 
authority, according to an 
Ofsted official. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council and the regional 
schools commissioner, 

Martin Post, have been told 
they are not doing enough to 
challenge school leaders and 
governors on poor standards 
by Andrew Cook, Ofsted’s 


regional director for the East 
of England. 

Last year only 55 per cent 
of children aged 11 that are 
eligible for free school meals 
achieved the expected mini¬ 
mum standards in reading, 
writing and mathematics.

But the director of chil¬ 
dren’s services, Sue 
Harrison, said: “Having 
already made significant 
improvements in GCSE 
results we are committed to 
making the same improve¬ 
ments for every key stage 
and for all pupils.” 


Faith school gets 
inadequate rating

A PRIMARY school has been 
rated ‘inadequate’ by Ofsted 
inspectors who said its gov¬ 
ernors are not holding lead¬ 
ers to account. 

Mehria Primary School, a 
£l,850-a-year Islamic faith 
day school in Westbourne 
Road, lost its ‘outstanding’ 
rating following a visit by the 
education watchdog in 
January. 

In a report published this 
month, inspectors said the 
governing body did not 
‘sufficiently’ hold school 
leaders to account and were 
‘over-reliant on what they are 


told by the headteacher’. 
They said it failed to ‘imple¬ 
ment basic policies and pro¬ 
cedures for ensuring pupils’ 
safety and well-being’. 

However, inspectors also 
said Mehria pupils had a 
‘good understanding of a 
range of different faiths and 
cultures’ and were ‘well pre¬ 
pared for living in modern 
democratic Britain’. 

The school achieved ‘nota¬ 
bly high’ test results in key 
stage 1 and 2 exams last year. 

Headteacher Zia Qazi said 
his team recognised its need 
to make improvements but 
he added that recent govern¬ 
ment changes had made it 
‘nigh on impossible for inde¬ 


pendent schools to achieve or 
even retain such standards’. 

He said: “All schools can 
make improvements and we 
are no exception. 

“The inspectors noted that 
there are inadequacies in 
governance. 

“However, quality of teach¬ 
ing, learning and assessment 
and outcomes for pupils were 
deemed to be well above 
average. 

“While we recognise that 
there are areas for improve¬ 
ment, the governors and sen¬ 
ior leadership team of the 
school, together with our 
parents, share the belief that 
this inspection was unfair 
and deeply unjust.” 


Keep control with parents 


A TEACHING union has accused the govern¬ 
ment of trying to ‘privatise education’ with its 
plans to turn schools into academies. 

Dave Mingay, from the National Union of 
Teachers’ (NUT) Luton branch, said converting 
state schools into academies by 2020 would 
take education ‘away from local communities’. 

His comments follow a protest rally on 
Wednesday against the Government’s plans. 

One parent at the rally, who did not want to be 
named, said schools should be given an option. 

She said: “I don’t know what’s going on but it’s 
not good. Schools should remain as they are.” 

The Department for Education said the 
changes would ‘put control back in the hands of 
teachers and school leaders’.

Staff hit out at plan 
to cut breaks short

STAFF at the region’s ambu¬ 
lance service are revolting 
over proposed changes to 
meal breaks and hours. 

Last week the chairwoman, 
Sarah Boulton, and chief 
executive, Robert Morton, of 
the East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust 
(EEAST) wrote to staff outlin¬ 
ing plans, which they admit¬ 
ted were ‘unpalatable and 
even draconian’, to reduce 
meal breaks and make chang¬ 
es to how they answer calls. 

Currently crews have to take 
breaks at a base where they 
can access bathroom and 


kitchen facilities but the trust 
is proposing to put staff on 
their break five minutes after 
finishing with a patient. 

An open letter to manage¬ 
ment, signed by more than 
1,000 members of staff so far, 
and seen by LoS, said: 
‘Perhaps you think it’s accept¬ 
able to use facilities in a field 
we happen to be passing? Or 
asking our patients if we can 
use their toilet?’ 

Under the new proposals, 
which are being trialled from 
March 29 until August, crews 
could also be asked to 
respond to less serious ‘green 
calls’ in the last hour of their 
shift - meaning the chances 
of finishing late increases. 


Fraer Stevenson, Unison 
branch secretary, said: “The 
biggest reason why the trust 
can’t meet its performance 
targets is the fact that it can’t 
keep its staff, and these 
changes will make the situa¬ 
tion far worse.” 

A spokesman for the EEAST 
said the trust has ‘put in place 
a number of measures’ to 
tackle shift overruns, adding: 
“These measures, coupled 
with the significant rise in 
demand for health services 
and its consequences such as 
ambulance time at hospitals, 
have unfortunately not 
reduced shift overruns while 
decreasing our ability to 
respond to patients.”

Bar tax not the answer 

SOMEONE needs to explain to my 
Conservative rival that imposing the 
Night Time Levy is not a power 
police and crime commissioners 
actually have (Plan for bars to pay 
nightime policing cost, BoS 28.2.16). 
It is a power conferred on licensing 
authorities (local councils). 

Nor is stinging licensed premises 
the silver bullet she appears to think 
it will be in relation to the chronic 
underfunding of Bedfordshire 
Police. A report presented to 
Bedford Borough’s licensing com- 
mitee suggested at best it would 
only raise enough to fund three 
extra police officers. The chief con¬ 
stable’s estimate is that we require 
at least 300 more police officers, 
and even this would still leave us 
with considerably less officers per 
head than any other force that faces 
anything like the policing challeng¬ 
es of Bedfordshire. 

My rival’s ‘plan’ also overlooks the 
fact that much of the policing of 
the night time economy is delivered 
by our volunteer Special 
Constabulary. Considering those 
licensed premises in the Bedford 
Business Improvement District 
already pay a levy to the BID is it real¬ 
ly fair to expect them to pay twice 
over when the policing is relatively 
low cost? It suggests to me that that 
her claim to be business friendly is 
somewhat shallow.

BACK in February, I travelled 
to the refugee camp in 
Calais. 

It’s not a camp. It’s almost 
a slum, that’s really trying to 
be a camp. Not because of 
the people living in it - they 
are doing their best to sur¬ 
vive in tents, caravans and 
wooden huts. 

And it’s got nothing to do 
with the angel-like volun¬ 
teers who are there unpaid 
working many hours. 

It’s a slum because no-one 
has offered or taken charge 
of this humanitarian crisis at 
ground-zero level. 

It’s a slum because it’s on 
waste land that was a dump. 

It’s a slum because there’s 
no real infrastructure or pub¬ 
lic health protection. 

I went to find the caravan 
my family donated last year. 

We called her Phoebe 
Hope, after my young cousin 
who passed away last year 
at only a few weeks old. I 
was told I probably wouldn’t 
find her. 

There aren’t many words 
that I can use to explain 
what I saw that day, but 
what I can say is that in the 
despair, there are glimmers 
of hope. 

In the sadness, there is 
strong faith. In the dismay 
there is still laughter and in 
the humiliation there is pride. 

We were walking through a 
group of shabby caravans 
and a volunteer turned to me 
and said: ‘There’s Phoebe 
Hope’ and pointed to a 
weathered looking van. 

We knocked on the window 
and it was opened by a lady, 
her name was Fatima, and 


her teenage son. 

I explained who I was and 
promptly showed her a photo 
of my daughter standing at 
the door of Phoebe Hope. 

I can’t explain what hap¬ 
pened but it was one of the 
most moving experiences of 
my life. 

She ran out and held me 
and thanked me over and 
over. She couldn’t speak 
English but her son Sajjad 
could speak a little. 

Fatima offered me food 
and tea in her little van. Her 
son repeated: ‘This is your 
van’. I said: ‘No, it’s yours’. 

I went and sat with her 
briefly and she showed me a 
hand drawn picture of her 
seven-year-old son Mohamat 
(her other family members 
were at the little children’s 
school). 

Our tears dropped as we 
hugged and I promised to 
visit again. I only got a few 
minutes with Fatima, but I 
felt deeply connected. 

After tucking my little one 
into bed and sinking into my 
own warm bed, I often think 
about Fatima, crammed into 
our little old caravan. 

I think about her dreams 
for her three children, her life 
before the war, about what 
she’s doing to stay sane and 
survive. And she’s one of the 
lucky ones. 

I was all set to return to 
The Jungle and perhaps 
spend the day with Fatima 
and her family. 

But I was advised not to, 
while all the demolition was 
happening. 

It is my intention to return 
there soon...

Man had taken drugs 
before fatal car crash

THE driver of a lorry hit by a 
car in Toddington last year 
says he'll never forget the 
sound of the vehicle ‘embed¬ 
ding itself’ in his cab - killing 
the man behind the wheel. 

Charles Glancy, 22, of 
Preston Road, Toddington, 
died following a head on col¬ 
lision with a lorry at 6.25am 
on September 16 last year. 

Mr Glancy, a builder, was 
driving his black VW Passat 


down Harlington Road, 
Toddington, when the inci¬ 
dent happened, on a left turn, 
after he veered into oncom¬ 
ing traffic. 

Mr Glancy had cocaine, 
alcohol and traces of MDMA 
and diazepam in his system 
at the time of the collision. 

Matthew Westwood, the 
driver of the lorry, told an 
inquest into Mr Glancy’s 
death at Ampthill Coroner’s 
Court on Wednesday: “I will 
never forget the sound of the 
car hitting my cab. 


“When I looked through the 
windscreen, the black car 
had embedded itself in the 
front of my cab.” 

Collisions investigator, PC 
Bruce Lister, also giving evi¬ 
dence, said: “On a slight left 
turn, the VW Passat veered 
into the right hand lane. 

“Mr Glancy suffered fatal 
injuries at the scene and was 
not wearing a seatbelt.” 

Coroner for Bedfordshire 
Tom Osborne concluded Mr 
Glancy died as a result of a 
road traffic collision.” 


Cyclist had near misses before collision 


A WOMAN may have been 
checking her wing mirrors the 
moment before a road traffic 
collision which killed a civilian 
staff member for Bedfordshire 
Police. 

Mark Stagg, 47, (pictured) 
was killed when he was 
knocked off his bicycle as he 
rode down the A6 in dark con¬ 
ditions at 7.27am on December 
16, 2014. 

The hearing at Ampthill 
Coroner’s Court on Wednesday 
also heard from witnesses say¬ 
ing they had also had near- 


misses with Mr Stagg before 
the fatal collision involving a 
black Vauxhall driven by Kim 
Theobold. 

Giving evidence the driver 
said she had not seen Mr 
Stagg, who was wearing dark 
clothes with limited lights on 
his bike, before the collision. 

PC Edward Colley, who was 
forensic collision investigator 
for the incident, said: “It’s pos¬ 
sible that the driver was 
checking her mirrors at the 
time the cyclist was illuminat¬ 
ed before the collision.”

MORE than 120 residents 
have signed a petition call¬ 
ing for changes to an ‘unreli¬ 
able’ school bus service. 

Parents in Harlington have 
said they are unhappy with 
the lack of adult supervision 
on the bus which takes chil¬ 
dren to Parkfields Middle 
School in Toddington. 

Earlier this month Luton on 
Sunday revealed that pupils 
as young as nine had been 


left in the cold after the bus, 
run by Barton Coaches and 
paid for by Central 
Bedfordshire Council, 
missed its 8.15am pick up 
slot. Parents claim vehicles 
carry up to 75 pupils and 
have no other adult onboard 
apart from the driver. 

Sue Cullen, who launched 
the petition, said the buses 
had to communicate with 
parents when running late. 

She added: “My children 
used to get that bus and there 
were times when I thought 


they had gone to school but 
they had actually gone to 
their friend’s house because 
the bus had not turned up.” 

A CBC spokesman said: “We 
have met with Barton 
Coaches and highlighted 
various concerns raised. All 
documentation was in order 
but we are monitoring tim¬ 
ings on a weekly basis. We 
would need to assess the out¬ 
come of the risk assessment 
we will be carrying out, 
before committing to having 
a passenger assistant.”

GOVERNMENTS across Europe must devel¬ 
op an ‘action plan’ after another round of 
industrial action by French air traffic con¬ 
trollers caused delays and cancellations, an 
airline has said. 

Luton-based low-cost carrier easyjet can¬ 
celled 145 flights on Monday, 40 of which had 
been scheduled to fly in and out of the UK, 
because of the strike action last weekend. 

The airline said the strikes caused ‘consid¬ 
erable and disproportionate disruption for 
passengers and airlines across Europe’. 

French air traffic controllers had been pro¬ 
testing against a recruitment cap and a 
reported lack of investment in the systems 
used by workers. Luton Airport said 20 of its 
flights flying in and out were cancelled. 

An easyjet spokeswoman said: “French Air 
Traffic Control services’ industrial action on 
Monday meant that easyjet, like all airlines 
flying to and from France, had to cancel some 
flights. 

“easyjet is disappointed at this unnecessary 
strike action which has already caused con¬ 
siderable and disproportionate disruption for 
passengers and airlines across Europe. 

“As a member of Airlines for Europe (A4E), 
we are working with other airlines including 
Air France KLM, Finnair, International 
Airlines Group (IAG), Lufthansa Group, 
Norwegian and Ryanair, to call on govern¬ 
ments and the EU to develop an action plan to 
minimise the impact of ATC strikes on pas¬ 
sengers.”

Right up your street 

Park’s humble I "" I 
beginnings ' ' 
with solicitor ^ 

THIS week Howard Chandler looks at how 
Wardown Park got its name... 


In 1925 Wardown Crescent took its name from 
the park opposite. By the River Lea the land 
was boggy, but some, known as Bramingham 
Shott, was farmed by Robert How who lived in 
a substantial farmhouse, Bramingham Villa, 
built in 1847. 

Local solicitor Frank Chapman Scargill 
bought the farmhouse in 1868 and over time, 
all the land now known as Wardown Park. In 
the 1870s Scargill built a new house and later 
laid out the park and cricket pitch. 

He retired and left Luton in the 1890s. The 
house was rented to a Mr BJH Forder, owner 
of a brick works, who renamed it Wardown 
House after his previous property in the vil¬ 
lage of Buriton in Hampshire. 

It was used as a military convalescent hos¬ 
pital during the First World War and has 
housed Luton Museum since 1931. It is cur¬ 
rently being restored. 

A footpath through the park has been called 
Wardown Avenue since at least 1910 but also 
known locally as ‘Lovers’ Walk’.

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GP practice is put 
in special measures

A GP surgery has been rated 
‘inadequate' following an inspec¬ 
tion by the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC). 

Last December inspectors visit¬ 
ed Stopsley Village Practice and 
found problems with staff train¬ 
ing and safeguarding measures. 

In its report, published this 
month, CQC inspectors said 
‘patients were at risk of harm 
because systems and processes 
had weaknesses and were not 


fully implemented in a way to 
keep them safe’. 

It also said that ‘some essential 
staff training had not been com¬ 
pleted particularly in relation to 
safeguarding, infection control 
and fire safety’. 

Janet Williamson, a CQC deputy 
chief inspector, said the watch¬ 
dog would now be monitoring the 
practice before re-inspecting it in 
six months’ time. 

She said: “It is important that 
the people who are registered 
with Stopsley Village Practice can 
rely on getting the high quality 


care which everyone is entitled to 
receive from their GP. 

“During our inspection patients 
commented that they were treat¬ 
ed with compassion by the prac¬ 
tice staff. 

“We observed that members of 
staff were helpful and courteous 
to patients. However, we also 
found that care and treatment 
was not always delivered in line 
with best practice. 

“We have found significant 
areas of concern, which is why we 
are placing the practice into spe¬ 
cial measures.”

scar nominee 
Benedict 
Cumberbatch’s 
turn as Alan 
Turing in The 
Imitation Game bought the 
neglected computer science 
pioneer to the movie-going 
public’s attention. 

Although not well known 
during his lifetime, he’s now 
recognised as an eccentric yet 
passionate British 
mathematician who conceived 
modern computing and played 
a crucial part in the Allied 
victory over Nazi Germany. 

Turing joined other 
mathematicians at Bletchley 
Park, developing a new 
machine capable of breaking 
German Enigma messages on 
an industrial scale. 


After the war he came up 
with a test - an ‘imitation 
game’ - to compare human 
and machines which formed 
the basis of studies into 
Artificial Intelligence. 

Despite being a top Nazi 
code-cracker, an illegal 
homosexual affair led Turing 
to be chemically castrated and 
he committed suicide at the 
age of 41 in 1954 after eating 
an apple laced with cyanide. 

He lived in this five-bed 
semi on the outskirts of 
Wilmslow in Cheshire while 
working at Manchester 
University during which time, 
according to a former owner, 
he often received visits from 
mathematicians and computer 
buffs wanting to pay homage.

Famous pub is going for a song 



IT MIGHT be more than a 
century old, but wartime 
marching tune It’s A Long Way 
To Tipperary still rakes in cash 
from performances around the 
world and ringtones. 

Although copyright usually 
expires 70 years after a 
composer’s death, it continues to 
provide an income for Harry 
Williams’ relatives, making it the 
longest-earning song in musical 
history. 

Despite its Irish name, the 
homesick ballad started life in 
the heart of England composed 
by Williams with music hall 
entertainer Jack Judge in 1912. 
Within weeks the song’s 
popularity had spread among the 
troops fighting the Germans and 
it became one of the First World 
War’s defining symbols. 

The song is thought to have 
been penned at this 
Warwickshire pub in Honiley, 
once called the Plough Inn and 
owned by Williams’ parents; he 


bought the pub for them with the 
royalties and they changed its 
name to the Tipperary Inn. 

Now this piece of musical 
history could be yours for £39,950 
with a rent of £23,000 a year. It’s 
still a popular place with 
regulars and tourists, some of 
whom make the trip from 
Tipperary in Ireland. 

The pub boasts a big garden 
with wooden decking that can

New look for Ibiza CUPRA 


Twenty years on from the birth of 
its iconic CUPRA performance 
arm, which all started with an 
Ibiza, SEAT has confirmed UK 
pricing and specification for the 
latest version of its pocket rocket. 

Among several key changes for 
the new Ibiza CUPRA are a new 
two-tier range, plus a raft of tech¬ 
nical enhancements including a 
new engine with even more 
power and torque, plus the small 
matter of the reintroduction of a 
manual gearbox. 

Exclusively available in the SC 
(Sports Coupe) bodystyle, it will 
be available in two versions. 

Kicking things off is the stand¬ 
ard CUPRA for £18,100, £880 less 
than the previous model (with 
DSG transmission), rising to 
£18,900 for CUPRA Black, which 
is expected to be the best-selling 
version. 

The new Ibiza CUPRA has a 
powerful and edgy stance, with 
the three-door SC brought to life 
by sharply executed lines and 
edges.

The high-gloss black door 
mirrors and front grille frame set 
a clear contrast to the Ibiza

Volkswagen Touran 

Take a look inside... 



Volkswagen’s improved third 
generation Touran is designed to 
compete with the best that the 
compact seven-seater MPV class 
can offer. 

Underpinnings from a Golf 
hatch bring with them highly 
efficient engines that complement 
neat design and general 
quality that can’t be bettered in 
the Scenic and C-MAX sector. 

As the demand for MPVs has 
grown, so has the demand that 
they drive more like ‘normal’ 
cars. 

The Touran has always been 
relatively good dynamically but 
more will be expected of this 
model, which is longer, wider, 
lighter than its predecessors and 
comes equipped with a range of 
petrol and diesel engines that are 
more powerful. 

In the driver’s seat, the steer¬ 
ing column has been pitched 
at a slightly flatter angle to the 
dash and the steering wheel is 
more upright for a sportier feel. 
The dash panel has also been 
redesigned with a more driver- 
oriented layout. 

From the outside, this model is 
still unmistakably a Touran but, 
due to its longer wheelbase, it 
now looks sleeker and sharper. 

At the front, the slim lower 
breather opening accentuates this 


MPV’s width and low centre of 
gravity. Below the side windows 
is a contoured shoulder line 
starting above the front wheel 
arch which also emphasises its 
length. Long side windows add to 
what Volkswagen hopes is a light, 
sporty appearance. 

This MK3 model Touran is the 
first MPV the brand has based 
upon its Modular Transverse 
Matrix chassis, which allows a 
larger wheelbase and extra room 
inside. The passenger aspect of 
the interior has been completely 
restyled. Its strongest selling 
point is the second row seats 
which can now be folded flat with 
the luggage compartment floor. 
That family-friendliness is added 
to by no fewer than 47 storage 
compartments. 

The Touran has already estab¬ 
lished a strong following amongst 
growing families. All it really 
needed was a little more of a 
spark, both in way it looked and 
performed. 

Will it be enough? Maybe not to 
shift this car’s appeal too far from 
those who would have bought 
one anyway but it remains the 
quality choice at the upper end of 
the compact seven-seater MPV 
sector - and a surprisingly afford¬ 
able one.

EASTER may be early this 
year, but it is still the time of 
the season where campaigns 
will be made or broken and 
the goal for the two major 
clubs in Bedfordshire in 2016 
is reaching the play-offs. 

When Luton Town’s and 
Bedford Blues’ seasons got 
under way in August and 
September respectively, 
expectations of what they 
were to achieve were some¬ 
what different. 

The Hatters, having made 12 
summer signings under John 
Still, were supposed to be one 
of the frontrunners in League 
Two after letting a chance of a 
second successive promotion 
slip away in the previous 
campaign. 

The Blues were predicted to 
struggle in the Greene King 
IPA Championship after a 
couple of mediocre seasons 
that had seen them drop 
down the table (not least by 
this columnist, the Rugby 



Paper even thought they’d go 
down). 

As it is, reaching the play¬ 
offs mean different things to 
two clubs from different 
sports. 

To Luton, it means salvation 
after their underachieve¬ 
ments in the first half of the 
season cost Still his job and 
looked set to land them into 
mid-table mediocrity. 

To Bedford, it would be a fit¬ 
ting reward for an excellent 
renaissance that has seen 
their latest generation of play¬ 
ers recapture what made 
them successful under direc¬ 


tor of rugby Mike Rayer in the 
first place. 

Sticking with the Blues, they 
have made a habit of sticking 
two fingers up at the 
Premiership cartel that would 
deny them entry to English 
rugby’s top flight for 
Goldington Road not meeting 
their pompous requirements. 

This season they’ve shown 
what a team of part-timers 
can do with a free-running 
attacking game plan that flies 
in the face of a division that’s 
often been dominated by 
driving mauls. 

They have a tough run-in 
ahead of them that includes 
matches with fellow high-fly- 
ers Yorkshire Carnegie, 
Doncaster and Bristol, but the 
12-point gap between them 
and fifth-placed Jersey means 
their play-off hopes are in 
their hands. 

The same can’t be said of 
Luton, who were six points 
adrift of League Two’s top 


seven at the time of writing, 
but their improved form since 
Nathan Jones took over in 
January means they still have 
a chance. 

Only runaway league lead¬ 
ers Northampton have earned 


more points since Jones 
stepped into the hot seat at 
Kenilworth Road, with the 
only thing stopping them 
from really challenging being 
their home form. 

But the Hatters have won 


five out of their last six away 
games and if they can keep 
this form on their travels up 
and match it in their own 
back yard, it could yet be a 
thrilling end to the 
campaign.

LUTON Town manager Nathan 
Jones admits the thought of the 
Hatters playing on their travels in 
front of a full away end is one that 
gives him goosebumps. 

Town have sold out their away allo¬ 
cation for Easter Monday’s game 
against Barnet, meaning 1,800 trav¬ 
elling fans will be inside The Hive as 
Luton look to continue their excel¬ 
lent recent away form. 

In Jones’ six matches in charge on 
the road, they have won five, which 
has compensated for a lack of home 
wins and given the fans a glimmer of 
hope that they may yet finish in the 
play-offs in League Two. 

The Hatters boss said: “I don’t 
expect anything different - it gives 
me goosebumps that, 1,800 to take 
away down there. 

“We’ll fill that end - what a great 
occasion - and we’re going to put out 
a team that hopefully they can be 
proud of, but that’s just unbelieva¬ 
ble, outstanding [taking] 1,800. 


“I saw Portsmouth the other day 
and they must have taken 1,500 and 
filled the end, so we’re taking more 
than them. That’s phenomenal but 
that’s the club. 

“The fans are your lifeblood and we 
want to give them a team that they 
can be proud of and I think we’re 
getting there or at least making steps 
to do that. 

“The away wins really do feel 
special and those who travel away 
regularly have been rewarded lately 
and we hope to do that again.” 

Luton had their Good Lriday fix¬ 
ture against Dagenham & Redbridge 
at Kenilworth Road postponed due 
the Daggers receiving international 
call-ups for three of their players, 
meaning they have had an extra few 
days to prepare for Barnet. 

The Bees, who are sixpoints behind 
Luton and therefore 12 off the pace 
of the play-offs, haven’t got much to 
play for but Jones believes their style 
of play will provide a stern test. 

He said: “They’re a reflection of 
their manager [Martin Allen], it will 
be a real tough encounter. 

“They don’t give you a moment’s 
peace, they’re relentless, they put 
you under pressure constantly and 


they’re a decent outfit. I’ve watched 
them about five or six times and I 
went the other day to watch them 
play Portsmouth and they didn’t 
give them a moment’s peace. 

“If will be a really difficult game 
and I’ve told the players that, I’ve 
built them up all week because I 
know what kind of relentless test it 
will be and that’s down to the 
manager.” 

Luton will be without defender 
Glen Rea, who is away with Republic 
of Ireland U21s, but should have 
Paddy McCourt available despite 
him being forced off in last week’s 
1-0 win over Plymouth. 

However, Town will have to assess 
Craig Mackail-Smith and Dan Potts, 
who also picked up knocks down in 
Devon, closer to the match. 

Jones said: “We’ve evaluated those 
this week and we’re not 100 per cent 
sure, so I can’t give a definite 
[answer]. 

“We’ll just have to wait a few more 
days and see whether they’re going 
to be ready for Monday. 

“With the long week, it gives us a bit 
of extra time to evaluate and then 
we’ll see where we are around 
Sunday evening.”
